THE &IG BILLS CT Blliiss, 


Extractslfrom Bretvster'M Report t 


the Senate---Washington \otus. 


WASHINGTON Cnr, April 18.—A mass of 


correspondence accompanied tho letter ol th 
attorney general which was sent to thosonat 
respecting tho star-routo trial expenses. 
Under date ot "Washington, Dec. 20, 1S3V 
Mr. Bliss wrote to Hon. B:'"H. Browster 
then engaged on the cases: "Hiavo been 
away so much from lipme—here so much— 
that my bill must necessarily bo larger than

From tho northorn 
boundary, 


among tho mountains, to its southern liuo of 
tho Atlantic, a drought prorailod from May 
until Docombor. Thoscorching sum withered 
tho greon fields, uotil hundred 
acres were 


known to 3'iold only as many -ars oC corn. 
Tbo withering winds seemed laden with ma- 
larious poison, and fevers distrossod th« 
ruinod fanners. Tho fall crops wero plantod 
only In tho low bottoms, besido those streams 
that "\voro not dried up, and oven these 
failed to produco moro than tho coat of plant- 
ing. In many localities water beenmo a 
precious commodity, and a bucketful mu 
given and received as a valuable boon. Far 
into midwinter this scarcity continued. With 
tho groatost difficulty winter grain was sown, 
but tho first crop was almost universally a 
failure. Later on, in February, a bettor 
stand was obtained, and nowthoso who could 
afford to buy tho sood have hopes 01 a partial 
supply of the forage for their animals. 


A prominent business man of Barnwell 


county, 
naid: "ily section could have 


woathorod it through had tho merchants been 
able to stand the pressure. 
You seo, they 


had advanced supplies to the farmers, taking 
ll'oiis on their growing crops. Half a dozer* 
merchants in this littlo placo, by hard work, 
have obtained an extension of time until next 
November. It is only a delay of tho trouble. 
Any rnan who can, put two and two togothar 
knows what is coming." Ha uttorod tho lost 
sentence like a sob, and tnrnod and walked 
away. 


"Go into tho country," said another, "if 


you would know the condition o£ the people. 
There are people with largo plantations who 
aro so Uodsod iu that broad is barely attain- 
able."
